AFTER SUN-SET 


A Rare Pair of Children 


By GEORGE LAINE 
It's refreshing, in this day of 
child psychology, rock and r o l l , 
juvenile delinquency and related 
other ailments, to find a child who 
not only doesn't believe that his 
parents were created to cater to 
his every whim but who actually 
responds to that antiquated, old- 
fashioned thing known to some of 
us old codgers as discipline. 
I stumbled across not one but 
two of this revolutionary type lest 
week when I visited the Rancho 
Mirage home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Max Cook. 


MY VISIT WAS made, at the be­ 
hest of Albert Vertchamp, at one 
time one of the world's m o s t 
lauded violinists and «till — to my 
notion — one of the better musi­ 
cians in ihe Southland. 
Vertchamp was sought out by 
the Cooks to coach and instruct 
their two sons. 
Barry, 
9, a n d 
Michael, 8. (While he's at it, Vert­ 
champ is also instructing the two- 
and a-half-year-old daughter of the 
Cooks, Jenny Lee.) 
What has happened to th*e boya 
in the short period of time they've 
been exposed to the Vertchamp in­ 
fluence is little short of miracu­ 
lous. 


ON A SUNDAY morning, recent­ 
ly, they played the first movement 
of Vivaldi's magnificent Concerto 
in A Minor (Opus 3, No. 8), also 
known as the "Concerto Grosso.’ 
(That means big and if you could 
hase heard Barry at 
the piano 
and Michael teaming with Vert­ 
cham p on violin in this presenta­ 
tion, you'd have understood what 
the composer- had in mind.) They 
followed that with the first move­ 
ment of a Mozart concerto—which 
one eludei me now although not 
the picture of the two youngsters 
playing it — that indicated rarer 
things to come 
In the event that some of my 
parental-type readers are already 
chalking this phenomenon up to a 
sissified environment and a forced 
discipline, you'd better take an­ 
other look. 
Between them, the boys have 
won four trophies, seven medals 
and over 30 ribbons for swimming 
prowess and other swimmers in 
the Rancho Mirage, Palm Desert, 
Indio areas dread to see the pair 
enter a race. 


MOREOVER, BOTH of the boys 
have made exceptional grades at 
Cathedral City 
School. 
B a r r y 
skipped the fourth grade, in fact, 
and Michael received mostly l ’a 
and 2's in class last semester. 
They like school jpst as much 
as they like music, swimming and 
horseback riding (at which they 
also excell) and I suspect that 
there has been some reflex condi­ 
tioning performed by the Cooks 
that would make Dr. Pavlov look 
like a dog catcher. 
"I like music as well as I do 
swimming,” , said Barry. 
"W hat do you mean," question­ 
ed Michael, “with which would I 
rather do? I can do both, cant 
I?”

himself. Following their recital on 
that Sunday morning, Albert look 
me quietly aside. 
"In all of the yeara that I’ve 
been playing and teaching,” he 
sighed, "I've never met two people 
more mentally ready to learn 
"When I speak to these young­ 
sters” — he gestured to the swim 
mtng pool where the pair had fled 


following the recita!— "they seem 
to comprehend even the most ad­ 
vanced concepts I give them. 
"The things they played h ere- 
the Vivaldi and the Mozart — are 
not children's studies. They are of 
highest demand on the musicians. 
Your own recording of it. the one 
by David and Igqr Oistrakh, ought 
to give you some sort of an idea 
of what I mean.” 
I didn't need Albert's description 
to know what these two youngsters 
a re capable of delivering to Amer­ 
ica’s musical life in the years to 
come.

French-Fried Onions, Idaho Style 


Make beds 
occasionally 
with 
the top hem of sheets at the bot­ 
tom of the bed to distribute wear. 


These crisp-crunchy rincs of golden goodness are easy to make, 
no matter what sort of "dip” you use The necessary ingredient 
is the right onion. You'll need the Idaho-grown Sweet Spanish 
Onions you'll find in our markets now Because of their unusual 
size and shape, plus the tender care of the growers and Idaho's 
ideal growing conditions, when sliced they separate into large 
even-sized rings. They need no soaking in milk, as these onions 
are mild and sweet-flavored 
Which makes them so good in 
sandwiches, as relishes, soups vegetable, salad. Stuffed with a 
hearty filling, they become the main dish itself. 
The simplest of methods is to dip the onion rings in milk, fresh 
or evaporated, then into flour -•■atoned lightly with salt and pep­ 
per. Shake off excess flour and fry in hot fat to easily cover a 
single layer. Some people combine the milk with a beaten egg. 
A favorite is the <batter-dipped ring* Your tried-and true fritter 
batter, thinned a bit. will do the trick. Here is one which gives a 
crisp golden-brown crust to the rings. 
B a tte r: combine in sifter 1 cup sifted flour. ^ teaspoon salt. 1 
teaspoon baking powder Beat I egg until thick and lemon-colored. 
Add 1 tablespoon oil. Stir in 34 to 1 ‘*up milk, amount depending 
upon thinness of coating desired To decide, start a few rings 
using the thicker batter. Beat mixture into the d ry ingredients. 
Onion Ring*- slice 3 or 4 large unpeeled Idaho Sweet Spanish 
Onions about Vi-inch thick This makes for easier removal of skins 
which w ill slip off the slices easily. Separate into rings. 
F r y i n g : dip a few onion rings at a time into the hatter, so that 
each ring is rompletelv covered Hold up to drain off excess. A 
long two-tined fork is good t<>r this Drop the battnr covered rings, 
a few at a timé, into shortening or oil. about 3 inches deep in a 
frving kettle or deep heaw skillet, and heated to 375 degrees F. 
Fry until golden-brown. The rings will hob to the surface as they 
brown. Lift out with a second long two-tined fork (using twin 
forks w ill keep you from cleaning the hatter off the single one) 
onto paper toweling to drain. Do not stack rings. This method is 
easier than the frying basket The rings may lie- kept hot on 
cookie sheets in a slow oven, until all the frying is completed. 
This same frying method is used with other "dips''.

WASHIGINGTON , D C .-It 
takes two to hold a debate un­ 
less a foot - sore, open - minded 
columnist has made the rounds 
and can present both sides of 
several questions, like this. 
The Judgeship Bill — Yes: 
Congressman Celler <D.. N. Y.) 
has a bill (2226) which would 
create 11 additional Federal Cir­ 
cuit Judgeships and 52 Federal 
District Judgeships. While some 
people think this is too many 
(the Judicial Conference asked 
for four fewer seats), it is wide­ 
ly believed and eeasily proved 
that Federal cases take too long 
to get into court. 


IN TORT (INURY) cases, tha 
litigant needs the settlement im­ 
mediately. and often has to wait 
as long as four years. In anti­ 
trust cases, such as those in­ 
volving small businesses like 
newspapers and small 
Labor 
union locals, it is a real hard­ 
ship to remain several years in 
Uncertainty or without relief. 
A loftier argument made to 
me by Senator Hugh Scott(R., 
Penna.) is that litigants are de­ 
nied their civil right to their 
day in court. In both the Fifth 
and Fourteenth Amendments to 
the Constitution Americans are 
guaranteed "due process of law." 
There is an old legal cliche which 
aays "Justice delayed is justice 
denied." 


SENATOR JOE Clark (D., 
Penna ) has done some figuring 
on the Federal District Court of 
Eastern Pennsylvania As of last 
Sept. 30. there were 4.223 cases 
pending, giving each of the eight 
judges a case - load of 528, 
which would take two years to 
dispose of, even if no new cases 
were filed. 
The Judgeship Bill — No: One 
explanation of these distressing 


backlogs is the laziness of Fed­ 
eral judges. They could do the 
job if they worked at it. I have 
interviewed a Senator, a former 
judge, who believes that Parkin­ 
son’s Law (more bureaucrats— 
less work accomplished) applies 
to Their Honors as well as to 
the humblest stamp-lickers in tha 
Post Office. 


IT IS EASILY possible that 
the addition of new judgeships 
would lower the standard and 
compound the existing confusion. 
Two 
Michigan 
Congressmen, 
Gerald Ford and Elford Ceder- 
berg, have strongly suggested 
that Lord Acton’s Law ("Power 
tends to corrupt: absolute power 
corrupts absolutely”) has an ob­ 
lique application to judgeships 
and courthouses. 
Under last year’s Judgeship 
Bill, there was an obscura 
amendment which, if broadly in­ 
terpreted. would give a Judge 
the right to build or to acquire, 
a courthouse conveniently locat­ 
ed in his home town. The same 
amendment could be used by 
the General Services Administra­ 
tion to build or remodel cout- 
houses without consulting Con­ 
gress. Ihe bill, with the amend­ 
ment did not pass, but the ex­ 
ample of judicial and bureau­ 
cratic empire - building is il­ 
luminating. 


FINALLY, IT IS commoij 
knowledge that the politically 
savvy Democrats almost always 
(the politically feckless Repub­ 
licans less often) use judgeships 
for Federal patronage. Last year 
there was an informal bargain 
offered by the Republican Ad­ 
ministration — if the Democra­ 
tic Congress would pass the bill, 
the President would name an 
equal number of Democrats and 


MacArthur and Memories 


NEW YORK — Douglas Mac- 
Arthur was 81 years old last 
week He is reported in g o o d 
shape and appreciative of the 
messages 
of 
congratulations 
which reached his 37th floor dug- 
out in the Waldorf Towers. 
One of the last of the Ameri­ 
can knights. MacArthur saw a 
few old friends during the day 
and evening — and missed a lot 
of others. 


SO MANY OF his old com­ 
rades in arms have passed on. 
He is probably the only surviv­ 
ing member of West Point Class 
of 1903, yet he could have been 
the first man of that c 1 a s • 
killed in action. As a young 
shavetail assigned to tracking 
down Philippine insurrectos he 
and a sergeant were ambushed. 
A shotgun charge at close range, 
obviously intended for MacAr­ 
thur, blew away the face of the 
sergeant 
MacArthur. knocked 
down by the blast, rose to find 
an insurrecto racing toward him 
swinging a menacing machete. 
He got up and emptied his .38 
into a three or four inch area 
around the native’s heart. Later, 
he wrote a scholarly and prob­ 
ably purple report to the War 
Department recommending that 
it make the *45 standard issue. 
The man had kept on coming 
on after taking two or three .38 
slugs. 


OVER THE NEXT half cen- 
diry MacArthur unquestionably 
*aw more action than any man 
in a U.S. uniform. In 1906 he 
mixed in a batlle in the Russo- 
Japanese war, where he was 
serving on his father’s staff as 
a neutral observer. In 1914 he 
was chasing Pancho Villa. He 
was ona of tha first over in 


World War I. led trench raids 
for the Rainbow Division, be­ 
came the Army s youngest gen­ 
eral. 
He saw a little between-wars 
action in Washington in 1932 
when, as Chief of Staff, he was 
ordered to run the Bonus March­ 
ers out of town. His aide during 
that unnerving experience was a 
young major named Eisenhower. 


THE LONG IRAVAll. of the 
Pacific War . . . Bataan. Cor­ 
regidor . . . the escape to Aus­ 
tralia by PT-boat and B-17 . . , 
the long road back to Manila 
and on to Tokyo now seem like 
events out of an ancient rhyme 
or saga. But they are still very 
real in the mind of MacArthur 
today, and his old friends will 
help him relieve them. 
Still it i the Korean Wrar which 
ended his military career, that 
is most vivid in his mind. And 
most upsetting. Only a few- weeks 
ago he had to file a communi­ 
que from on high taking strong 
issue with his old sparring mate, 
Harry S. Truman, on some as­ 
pect of America’s most frustrat­ 
ing war. The two. who have 
nothing in common except their 
patriotism (and grudging mutual 
admiration, if the truth w e r e 
known) will never see eve-to-eye 
on how that war should have 
been conducted. At least they 
won't publicly. 


PERHAPS THE I WO wi l l 
*‘make up" some day. T h e i r 
years now total a mellowing 157. 
Perhaps, too. there will be a lit­ 
tle easier relationship between 
MacArthur and Eisenhower, now 
that Ike is done with public serv­ 
ice. They saw each other only 
twice during the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration, tiieaa two erstwhile 


close associates who were des­ 
tined in their later lives to com­ 
mand colossal forces on opposite 
sides of the world and win the 
greatest war in history. 
Their cooling off was due to 
several things, including Mac- 
Arthur’s protestations that h i s 
former accolyte was being given 
nearly 90 per cent of the output 
of U.S. war plants at a time 
when MacArthur was getting on­ 
ly 10 per cent. They differed 
politically, in the end. MacArthur 
was for Bob Taft in 1952. Period. 


THERE WERE some l i v e 
friends of MacArthur. young and 
old, who were not able to see 
him on his birthday and wish 
him well. Thes¿ were the friends 
unable to out-íiank Maj Gen. 
Courtney Whitney. (Ret ), devot­ 
ed friend and protector of Mac­ 
Arthur. 
Gen. Whitney ia astonishingly 
adept at blocking all roads lead­ 
ing to his old boss. He does it in 
such a nice way you don't real­ 
ize until hours later that you've 
been given the bum’s rush Per­ 
haps Gen. MacArthur did make 
one strategic blunder in the Ko­ 
rean War. If he had posted Gen. 
Whitney at the Yalu the Chinese 
Reds could not have gotten past 
h¡m>

Ike, Kennedy 
Differ Over 
Union's State 


President's Message 
Contradicts Ike in 
All Major Aspects 
WASHINGTON - in - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy's appraisal of t h e 
stale of the union contrasted 
sharply, in both substance a n d 
tone, with the one former Presi­ 
dent Dwighi D. Eisenhower made 
18 days ago. 
Eisenhower told Congress a n d 
the nation that while not wanting 
to imply that "all is well — that 
all problems are solved." he felt 
tht nation had advanced spiritual­ 
ly, morally and materially during 
his eight years in office. 


YESTERDAY, KENNEDY told 
(he same audience: "Our problems 
are critical. The tide is unfavor­ 
able The news will be worse be­ 
fore it is better. And while hoping 
: for ^ie best, we should prepare 
ourselves for the worst." 
hollowing are some of the main 
points on which the two gave wide­ 
ly differing views: 


EISENHOWER - NEW HIGHS 
have been reached in the gross na­ 
tional product and the wages of 
factory workers: inlfation has been 
checked and the dollar stabilized: 
but unemployment leaves "little 
room for complacency " 
Kennedy—" . . . The American 
economy is in trouble. The most 
resourceful industrialized economy 
on earth ranks among the last in 
economic growth." The new ad­ 
ministration takes over after "sev­ 
en months of recession, three and 
a half years of slack, s e v e n 
\ears of 
diminished 
economic 
growth . . .** 


EISENHOWER—FOR THE first 
time in history. U. S. military fore-' 
es have been "sufficient to deter 
and if need be to destroy predatory 
forces. Ballistic missiles and oth­ 
er modern weapons have been de­ 
veloped. There has been a policy 
providing for a "fully adequate 
and steady level of effort." a n d 
the nation cannot afford to aban­ 
don it. 
Kennedy—There has been a lack 
of consistent, coherent military 
strategy that makes it difficult 
to assess the defense posture. He 
is ordering a complete reappraisal, 
along with an acceleration of the 
entiee missile program and an in­ 
crease in the defense airlift. 
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IN AN EFFORT to increase the membership of 
the Palm Springs Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce, m any civic leaders w ill be asked to 
speak at special meetings of the JayCee's.

CATHOLICS IN AMERICA—PART I 
Catholic Church in Growth 


The famed Boardwalk in At­ 
lantic City, N. J.. is five miles 
long.

At the start of this century, 
there were about 10 million Ro­ 
man Catholics in the United States. 
They were heavily concentrated 
in a few big cities of the North­ 
east. Many of them were immi­ 
grants. They exerted relatively lit­ 
tle influence on the lief of a pre­ 
dominantly Protestant nation. 
Today America has more than 
40 million Catholics. They are 
widely dispersed throughout the 
second or third generatin citi­ 
zens. On Jan. 20. one of them was 
inaugurated President of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
ALTHOUGH IT is now the na­ 
tion’s largest religious body, the 
Catholic Church remains an enig­ 
ma to most of the 140 million 
Americans who are outside its fold. 
The average non-Catholic knows 
little and understand less about 
the church in which the new Chief 
Executive wás reared. 
In this and four subsequent dis­ 
patches. an attempt will be made 
to answer some of the questions 
which non - Catholics ask about 
Catholicism, and perhaps to clear 
up a few popular misconceptions. 


THE MISCONCEPTION which 
pains Catholics most is the idea 
that their church is a monolithic 
society in which everyone thinks 
alike and acts alike, and all de­ 
cisions are handed down from 
above. 
Actually there is great variety 


— religious, political, social, and 
cultural—in the Catholic family. 
There are Catholics who attach 
great importance to holy water, 
candle?, crucifixes, religious med­ 
als. statues of the Virgin Mary 
and other physical aids to devo­ 
tion. And there are others who 
find no spiritual help in these 
"sacramentáis" and therefore do 
no! use them. 
THERE A R E Catholics who are 
ultra-conservative in politics, and 
those who are in the vanguard ol 
way-out liberal causes. Some look 
upon the United Nations as an in­ 
strument of the devil; others in­ 
cluding the.recent Popes are ar­ 
dent internationalists. 
You can find Catholics in Spain, 
for example, who believe that the 
government should give special 
privileges to their church and res­ 
trict the rights of other religions. 
You can find Catholics (especially 
in America) who believe strongly 
in church - state separation and 
religious freedom for all. 
SOME CATHOLICS adulate their 
priests: others are militantly anti­ 
clerical. Some try to heed every 
counsel of the church; others dis­ 
obey its most explicit moral 
teachings, such as the ban on use 
of contraceptives. 
The Catholic Church has some 
ignorant and unlettered members 
who embroider its teachings with 
fanciful superstitions of their own. 
It also has brilliant intellectuals 
likt Jacques Maritain, John Court­ 
ney Murray and Pierre dr Chardin. 


IN SHORT. THE Catholic church 
is what its name implies—Catho­ 
lic, or all-inclusive. Its catholicity 
is great enough to include the 
poor and illiterate woman who 
scrubs floors at the White House 
—and the millionaire Harvard 
graduate who lives there. 
However much Catholics may 
differ in'other respects, they are 
united in their adherence to cer­ 
tain beliefs and practices. 


THERE ARE, for example, a 
few specific religious duties which 
are enjoined on every practicing 
Catholic. They include attendance 
at Mass on Sundays, abstinence 
from meat on Fridays, and recep­ 
tions of Holy Communion at least 
once a year. Many Catholics go 
beyond these minimum duties, but 
no Catholic may fall short of 
them without lapsing from his 
faith. 
Every Catholic also is required 
to accept, as divinely revealed 
truth, the basic doctrinal teach­ 
ings of the church. Many of the 
things which the Catholic Church 
teaches about God. Christ and the 
Bible are identical or very sim­ 
ilar to the beliefs of other Chris­ 
tian churches. There are, how­ 
ever, some Catholic beliefs — for 
example, about the Virgin Mary, 
p.ipaI infallibility and the fla-- — 
which differ sharply from the be­ 
liefs 
of 
Protestant Christians. 
Some of the distinctive Catholic 
doctrines will be discussed later 
in this series.

CLAIMS GOLF IS TOO EASY THESE DAYS 
Would Cut Size of Cups 
To Tighten Up Golf Game

Schneiter, form er PGA tournament 
director and one - time touring pro. 
said today that the game of folf 
is too easy — and that the way 
to make it tougher is to reduce 
tht size of the cups on the greens. 
“ I know this proposal will bring 
howls of protest,” said Schneiter, 
now a semi-retired Montana mon­ 
eybags. "But I hear all this talk 
about making golf cups bigger to 
speed up the play. I think that’s 
going in the wrong 
direction. I 
beiieve the day will come whe 
the size of the cups will be cut 
from the present standard of four 
and one-half inches to a m axi­ 
mum of three inches.” 


FROM MAINE TO Florida and 
Minnesota to 
California 
there’ll 
be bitter denunciations of the pro­ 
posal — but it does have merit. 
Schneiter explains it this way: 
“ The compression on golf balls 


has been standardized 
and 
the 
pros and amateurs alike still hit 
the ball out of sight. The greens 
are as smooth 
as glass. 
This 
makes the courses too easy for 
most of the better players. 
“Now. you can't extend the size 
of the courses. In fact, many are 
pressed for space as it is. So re­ 
ducing the size of the cup is the 
logical solution. 
“ I realize this is going to penal­ 
ize the so-called 
‘bold’ 
putter. 
Most of the professionals 
these 
days go for the back of the cup 
and if they go past five or six 
feet they don’t care because they 
can knock it in the large hole 
coming back. A smaller cup would 


make them more cautious on their 
long putts. They would make sure 
they would be winthin a foot or 
18 inches.” 


SCHNEITER claims that Ben 
Hogan falls into the category of 
the cautious putter these days. 
” If we had had a three-inch 
cup in play the past 10 years. 
Hogan would have won the Na­ 
tional Open six times by now,” 
said Schneiter.

Al Balding, top - notch Canadian 
pro. was asked what he thought 
of the idea. 
“Just what we need.” he snap­ 
ped.
